EP '981 
shows that two sets are disposed adjacent to each other, but are in contact with each other so 
that no angle is formed therebetween. JP '922 discloses two electromagnetic valves (1 ,1) 
disposed so that the two axis of the electromagnetic valveshave a predetermined angle, but 
does not show that an angle is formed between lengthwise axes of the assemblies, as required 
by claim 18. Accordingly, claim 18 is not anticipated by the applied references.
